County-Operated Golf Course Is Proposed For Bucks 


A county-operated golf course 
that would more than pay for 
itself in greens fees was proposed 
to the Bucks County Commission­ 
ers yesterday by Harry C. Eck­ 
hoff, eastern regional director of 
tho National Golf Foundation, of 
Chicago, IU. 
Eckhoff, who described golf as 
“ the 
fastest 
growing 
sport 
in 


America,” cited many counties 
of eastern 
states 
which 
have 
opened public golf courses and 
reaped profits. 
The County Commissioners sug­ 
gested that he outline his pro­ 
posal to the County Park Board 
and they will 
await 
the 
park 
board’s reaction. 
To back up his claim of the 


growing popularity of golf, Eck­ 
hoff, said that in the ten years 
erring in 1959 the population of 
the United States increased 19 
per cent, golf courses increased 
21 per cent, 
golfers 
increased 
32 6 per cent. 
“ West 
Chester 
County, 
New5 
York, with five golf courses, nets 
$20,000 a year from each one, 


over and above the cost of oper­ 
ating it.” Eckhoff said. 
Nearby public courses In Phil­ 
adelphia and the in Mercer Coun­ 
ty, N. J, attract tremendous num­ 
bers of paying golfers, he said. 
"In Philadelphia you have to 
l>e on the golf course early in 
the morning to play, it is so pop­ 
ular,” he said 


A fee is usually charged, about 
$1,50 week days and $2.50 week­ 
ends, Eckhoff said. Most munici­ 
palities charge lower rates for 
residents than for outsiders. 
He estimated it would cost close 
to $18,000 to build a good 18-hole 
golf course. 
‘ The course should not be too 
rough,” he said. “ You don’t want 


a course for professionals only. 
You want a course for the people 
of Bucks County. People like to 
make good scores.” 
In Future Plans 
Robert W. Pierson, executive

Board, attended the commission­ 
ers meeting and introduced Eck­ 
hoff. Pierson said the park board 


has included public golf courses 
in its plans for the future.
